The sole head of n family, or any. 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Siask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion’ Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three'years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his homé- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 aores, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required exoept where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation.

Berlin Ionores Fact That, 


‘Miss Cavell Was a 
Murdered — . 


But Lays Stress Upon Possible Minor 
Inaccuracies In The Original Report 


Brussels, via Amsterdam to Lon- 
don, October 28.—A _— semi-official 
statement has been issued here rela- 
tive to the case of Miss Edith 
Cavell, the English nurse, who was 
oxecuted by the German authorities. 
It reads as follows: 

“The American ambassador at 
London has placed at the disposal of 
the British government documents 
regarding the Cavell cass. The docu- 
ments contain statements respecting 
the exchange of letters between the 
American jlegation at Brussels and 
the German authorities at Brussels 
about the trial. The British govern- 
ment promptly handed the documents 
to the ress, and had then: distrib- 
uted broad by Reuter (Reuter’s 
Telegram company). 

‘In these documents most of the 
important events are inaccurately re- 
produced. Particularly is the im 
pression created that the German 
authorities with empty promises put 
off the American minister (Brand 
Whitlock) in order to conceal the 
death sentence, and deprive him, by 
speedily carrying out the sentence, of 
the possibility of imtervention in 
Cavell’s behalf. 

“Such a promise was never givon 
by the German authorities, and could 
not, therefore. have been broken. 
This was admitted by the American 
minister in Brussels when the mat- 
ter was discussed with the German 
authorities. 

“That the American ambassador in 
Liondon was wrongly informed can 
be explained by the fact that the 
Belgian advocate, who is attorney 
for the American legation, played a 
part in this incident ; caused a 
misleading construction to be placed 
upon his reports.

“POLAND IS TRAMPLED 


Millions Are Homeless, Workless and 
Starving on Vast Battlefield 


The attention of the world has been 


BO concéntrated .on the ruin of Bel. 


gium ,and: the terrible sufferings of 
its people that almost similar: con- 
ditions in the eastern theatre of the 
war have attracted little notice in 
Britain or America. Yet we are told 
that the suffering and want in Poland 
have been appalling since the very 
first weeks of the war. M. Henrt 
Stlenkiewicz, the author of the world- 
famed, novel ,“Quo Vadis” says that 
in‘the- kingdom of Poland‘alone 15,000 
a | villages have been burned or damaged, 
ep thousand churches and chapels have 
been destroyed. In nine out of ten 
provinces the Germans have seized 
everything, even to the peasant's 
chicken. Homeless, the villagers have 
sought shelter and found starretion in 
the forests. 

The, correspondent of the “London 
Chronicle” summarizes the situation 
as follows: Over a line of 650 miles 
some 3,000,000 Austro-Germans and 
4,000,000 Russians"have been fighting 
each other ever since the war begun. 
They have been treading down and 
tearing the Polish land and. famishing 
and exterminating its inhabitants. ‘Tho 
Poles have furnished 1,500,000 sol: 
diers, almost equally divided between 
the Russian and Austro-German 
armies. Hverywhere the tide of fight- 
ing has repeatedly over-run the coun- 
try. It: Has submerged about 200 
towns and 9,000 villages. The ma- 
terial damages amount to more than 
$600,000,000. About 65,000 villages 
have been razed to-the ground, either 
in battle orain retreat. All stores of 
corn a forage have been seized or 
destroyed and 1,000,000 horses and 
2,000,000 cattle have been tdken for 
the armies or have perished for want 
of pasture. The rural population of 
7,000,000 is reduced to beggary. 

All factories have long ago stopped 
working. Many are greatly damaged; 
100 very important ones have been 
destroyed. The whole of the indus- 
trial production amounting to above 
$400,000,000 yearly, has been ruined, 
and 400,000 workmen’are now without 
means of subsistence, together with 
a‘multitude of artisans and trades- 
men deprived with their families of 
any earnings. The great majority of 
townsmen, 3,000,000 in number, are 
destitute. 

M. Sienkiewcz, in appealing for aid 
for his suffering countrymen § says: 
“Two* countries have especially svt- 
fered in this frightful war in which 
the demons of Death and Destruction 
are striggling for the empire of the 
world. These countries are Belgium 
and Poland. The splendid help that 
many peoples have given to Belgium 
honors humanity. We are not jealous 
of'the sympathy shown to that little 
nation; we know that we should have 
similar sympathy if the world only 
knew the miseries that‘ our unhappy 
people have undergone and are under- 
going. ” 


GERMANY’S BUSY LIAR 


Asquith Hiding and L and London Burned, 
the Huns Are Told 

The most amazing untruths  con- 
cerning Great Britain are daily cir- 
culated in Berlin for the purpose of 
deceiving the German public into the 
belief that Great Britain is in a state 
of panic.

“Sir John Jellicoe is to be tried for 
incapacity.”

A dispatch from 
Athens whith has not been confirmed 
states that the Bulgarians‘have with- 
drawn from Uskub. Advices. from 
Salonika tell of a fierce battle along 
the Veles;Kkomanovo front, with the 
Bulgarians retreating. Hope is 
being revived in London that the 
Servians will be able to reform their 
lines along the Monastir front. 

The Germans having effected a 
junction with their Bulgarian allies, 
it is possible that the campaign will 
be shifted from an effort to relieve 
Servia in an attempt to cut com- 
munications with Constantinople. In 
this connection several critics hazard 
the guess that the Entente Allics 
are not likely to withdraw- from 
Salonika no matter what happens to 
Servia. 


ARE KEEPING DARK. 


Paris, October : 28.—The entire 
armament on the Bosphorus has been 
transferred to Tchatalja and Adrian- 
ople, while the Turkish garrison has 
been sent to the Bulgarian frontier. 
The Havas correspondent at Athens 
wires that he has this news from re- 
liable souroes in Constantinople. For 
fear of raids by Russtan aeroplanes 
Constantinople is plunged into ob- 
security nightly.

British Prisoner Is 
Practically otarved 


Photographs of R Red Deer Man 
Before And After Show 
Terrible Effect 


When Corporal 'A. Frost, of Les- 
lieville, west of Red Deer, a veteran 
of the South African and other 
wars, crossed to the’ Old Country in 
August last year, he was the picture 
of sturdy manhood. He is now a 
pitiful wreck, emiaciated, and only a 
shadow of avient he was before. 

This is revealed by a _ photograph 
which has escaped the German cen- 
sor, taken at Bssen, where he has 
been a prisoner for two months. 

A previous photograph taken in 
the trenches two days before being 
captured shows him in excellent 
health. In fact, his intimate:triends 
say he never looked better since set- 
tling in the Red Deer district. 


IS UNRECOGNIZABLE.  , 


In the second photograph referred 
to he is practically unrecognizable. 
Haggard and thin, with unkempt 
hair and beard, the dastardly treat- 
ment of the Huns to their prisoners 
has in the two short months done 
its effective work. The comparison is 
indeed a most harrowing one and 
shows clearly the terrible privations 
which have to be endured by unfor- 
tunate prisoners. 

Corporal Frost is one of the best 
known men in Red Deer. - He is a 
naval and army mservist. He went 
through the South African war, was 
with Roosevelt at San Diego, and 
was with the Japanese at the fall of 
Port Arthur. 


VETERAN SOLDIER. 


He has seen service in nearly 
every part of the world. He came 
to Leslieville some few years ago, 
but when war broke out in August 
last year he returned at once to the 
Old Country and was wich the first 
of the British troops to Jand in 
France. He was taken prisoner and 
sent to Essen.
